1. (Currently Amended) An detractor for releasing a compound from a dome end of a 
gftMg gmmiition. the Tnim^^j gn including a casing having an open end opposite the dome end, g 
^ner inside the casing vy jittl fl fiflnff? of liner tv<>th""^''*»^!v coupled to the casing and directed 
toward the ooen end, and the compound enclosed in fee casing between the dome end and the 
jjner. the extractor comprising: 

a si^ort device connected to the casing, said support device adapted to stabilize the 
casing as the compound is released from the dome cndj and 

a fluid port adjacent the dome end of the casing, said fluid port adapted to introduce a 
fhiid through the dome end to the compound to release the compound by separating fee 
compound from fee dome end and to shear fee mechanical coupling between fee liner and fee 
casing. 

2. (Wifedrawn) The extractor of Claim 1, wherein said st^>port device is slidingly 
engaged wifein fee open end of fee casipg. 

3. (Currently Amended) The extractor of Claim 1 , wh e r e in feo ooBing nnd t h o oompound 

ore olom e nta of a munition, tho munition including, a liner inside fee onsing wife a flongo of fe e 

l iner mechanically coupled to fee casing and directed toward feo open e nd, and feo oompound 
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enoloood in tfao oaaing between tho dom e cmd and the liner, said support device including a 
dejeter slidingly engaged within the open end of the casing adjacent the liner to support the liner. 

4. (Original) The extractor of Claim 3, further comprising a munition support that holds 
the munition. 

5. (Original) The extractor of Claim 3, wherein the casing inchides an opening in the 
dome end» the munition includes a lead charge in the opening adjacent the compoimd, and said 
fluid port abuts the lead charge. 

6. (Withdrawn) The extractor of Claim 1, further comprising a fluid source in fluid 
commuDication with said fluid port to provide the fluid to said fluid port. 

7. (Withdrawn) The extractor of Claim 1, said support device including a dejeter housing 
and a dejeter slidingly engaged with said dejeter housing, said dejeter adapted to contact and 
stabilize the casing. 

8. (Withdrawn) The extractor of Claim 7, said support device further including a 
cozi^>T685ion spring between said dejeter and said dejeter housmg, said compression spring 
resisting axial sliding of said dejeter into said dejeter housing. 
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9. (Withdrawn) The extractor of Claim 7, said support device further including a dejeter 
housing support that holds said dejeter housing axially aligned with the casing. 

10. (Withdrawn) The extractor of Claim 1, fiirther comprising a pushing member 
adapted to urge said fluid pott through the dome end to provide fluid commiunication from said 
fluid port to the compound. 

I L (Withdrawn) The extractor of Qaim 10, wherein said pushing member is connceted 
to said support device to uige said support device and the casing against said fluid porL 

12. (Withdrawn) The extractor of Claim 10, wherein the casing includes an opening in 
the dome end and said fluid port is urged into the opening by said pushing member. 

13. (Withdrawn) The extractor of Claim 10, wherein said pushing member includes a 
pneumatically operated compression cylinder that urges said support device and the casing 
toward said fluid port 

14. (Withdrawn) The extractor of Claim 13, wherein said pushing member also includes 
a rod connecting said compression cylinder to said support device. 
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15. (Cumntly Amended) Tbo (wdractor of Claim 1 An ejctraetor for releasing a 
CDTnpoimd fix)m a dome end of a casing, the casing hav i^^p f*«i ffp en end oppo site the dome eaid. 
flie exttactor comprising: 

a support device connected to the casing, said support device adapted to stabilize the 
casing as the comnonnd is released from the do me end: and 

a fluid port scalingly abutting the dome end of the casing, said fluid port adapted to 
introduce a fluid through the dome end to the compound to release the compoimd bv separating 
^c compound from t^ ** rl^me end^ wherein the compound is a packed explosive. 

16. (Withdrawn) Hie extractor of Qaim 1 , wherein the fluid is a pressurized water 

Claims 17 and 18 are cancelled. 

19. (Original) A method for releasing an explosive firom a munition, the munition 
including a casing having an open end, a dome end opposite the op^ end, a liner inside the 
casing with a flange of the liner mechanically coupled to the casing and directed toward the open 
end, and the explosive enclosed in the casing between the dome end and the liner, the method 
conqirising: 

inserting a fluid port into the dome end of the casing; and 

introducing a fluid through the fluid port to the explosive to release the explosive by 
separating the explosive fix>m the dome end and to shear the mechanical coupling between the 
liner and the casing. 
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20. (Original) The method of Claiml9, fiarthcr comprising removing the released 
explosive from the casing. 

Claims 21 and 22 are cancelled. 

23. (Original) An extractor for releasing an explosive from a mmiition, the munition 
including a casing having an open end, a dome end opposite the open end, a liner inside the 
casing with a flange of the liner mechanically coupled to the casing and directed toward the open 
end, and the explosive enclosed in the casing between the dome end and the liner, the apparatus 
comprising: 

means for inserting a fluid port into the dome end of the casing; and 

means for introducing a fluid through the fluid port to the explosive to release the 

^plosive by separating the explosive from the dome end and to shear the mechimical coupling 

between the liner and the casing. 

24. (Original) The extractor of Claim 23, further comprising means for removing the 
released explosive and liner from the casing. 
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
